Goebel Men Disqualify Republican 
Officers and Governor 
Bradley Retaliates by Directing 


Open Today—One Thousand Extra 
| \Pelieemen to Be Sworn In by the 
70 Fair Count.

Louisville, Ky., Nov. 6.—[Special.}]—On the 

eve of election a regiment of soldiers has 
been ordered under arms in Louisville be- 
fore the polls open tomorrow; the purpose of 
the Goebel men to swear in 1,000 extra 
police has been announced, and 100 Re- 
publican election officers have been dis- 
qualified by Goebel’s adherents, 
Governor Bradley declares that a fair 
election and a square count will be secured 
Uthe efforts. of the nn can accom- 
— such an end. 

The Governor's is emphasized bs 
the arrival in Louisville of a gatling gun 
and 20,000 rounds of cartridges for the sol- 
diers. 

This evening the situation took on a de- 
éidedly ugly ‘look when the local Election 


board met and the two Goebel Democratic 


members, over the protest of Judge Barr, 
the Republican, struck off from the list of 
election officers over 100 Republicans named 
by the Republican committee. 

In their places were put men suggested by 
Humphrey Marshall, who some years ago 
was a leader of the A. P. A. party of this 
city .when it was a factor in politics, and a 
Charles L. Taylor, Who is an inde- 
pendent candidate for the State Senate. 
Neither Marshall nor Taylor have any 
connection with the Republican organiza- 
tion, although it is claimed that the men 
named at their suggestion are Republicans. 

. Bo far as known this action of the Election 
board leaves nearly 100 of the 207 election 
precincts without representatives of either 
the Republican, the Brown Democratic, the 
Populist, or the Prohibitionist parties. Goe- 
bel Democrats alone are in charge.

Down-Town Owners Complain of Dan- 
ger te Buildings and Work Is 
Pending Inquiry. : 


On complaint of Philo A. Otis and Bryan 
Bros., respective owners of the. buildings 
at 168 and 10 La Salle street, that the 
tunneling operations of the Iiinols Tele- 
phone Construction company were endan- 


town distriet and already had made cracks 
in their strugtures, Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works MeGann has ordered a cessation 
of the company’s work pending an investiga- 
A. G. Whegler, head of the construction 
corporation, asserts that any settling of the 
buildings in question has been occasioned 
by recent rains and not by the tunneling 
work, fortifying his statements with a series 
of photographs of the. properties claimed 
to have been damaged and showing that 
cracks had existed before the task of bor- 
ing through the earth had begun. 

In some quarters the assertion is made 
that the company is being fought by City 
Hall influenee in an effort to force the use 
of brick imatead of concrete in construct- 
ing the bores under the streets. 

The company has sunk a shaft in the al- 
ley in the rear of Powers & O'Brien's sa- 
loon, 170 Madison street, and from this 
point the tunnel has been extended east-. 
ward toward La Salle street for more than 
100 feet. As @ result of Commissioner Me- 
Gann's order “Building Commissioner Me- 
Andrews will conduct the investigation to- 
day. The hatt was sunk to a depth of 
twenty-five feet. The tunnel is four and 
one-half feet wide by seven feet high. 

It is the intention to extend this tunnel- 
ing throughout the district lying between 
Sixty-third street on the south, Fullerton 
avenue on the north; and Western avenue 
on the west, All the work to be carried on 
without tearing. up or opening streets.

“ With our sister republic we are not only 
bound by ties of blood, of sympathy, and 
of common interests, but also by formal 
treaty which has been necessitated by cir- 
cumstances.

Africa continues as unsatisfactory as ever, 
There is still considerable doubt as to.what 
has happened at Colenso, but none what- 
ever respecting the necessity for a supreme 
effort on the part of the Boers, if they 
hope’ to win a decisive victory before the 
arrival of the British reinforcements, Which 
are due at Cape Town today and tomorrow, 
and can be dispatched at once for Durban. 
The retirement of the garrison from Storm- 
berg Junction before it can be attacked by 
the Free State force advancing from Bur- 
ghersdorp is regarded by 8 writers 
in today's journals as proof that East Lon: 
don will not be used as a base of supplies | 
tor the army corps and. 8 
Naauwpoort will be the first line of British 
defense in Cape Colony, with Cape Town 
and Port Elizabeth behind them. 


Retention of Naauwpoort. 

The retention of Naauwpoort is of greater 
importance, since it commands the. ap- 
proaches from Port Elizabeth, the nearest 
base of supplies for either Kimberley or 
‘Bloemfontein. Naauwpoort is now menaced 
‘by a hostile force of unknown-strength from 
Colesburg. If Genéral Buller can hold both 
De Aar and Naauwpoort he can command 
two bases of supplies, and when the bulk 
of his army corps has been brought forward 
he can choose between advancing directly 
upon Bloemfontein and going directly to the 
relief of Kimberley, and then invading the 
Free State. The military writers are di- 
vided between these two courses, and uhable 
to forecast General Buller’s plan of cam- 
baign with confidence. The force now avail- 
able for defense of a strategic line of the 
highest importance and for the direction of 
the campaign in December is utterly inade- 
quate, not exceeding 4,000 Infantry, and is 
without field guns or cavalry. 


_ Wasting Their Strength. 

The keenest military writers who analyze 
the situation. for today’s journals lay stress 
upon the fact that the Dutch allies are wast- 
ing thelr resources by attacking the British 
at too many points, instead of eoncentrating 
their éfforts upon one or two lines. This is 
true. Whatever advantage they have won 
has been from the recklessness of their ene- 
mies, who have forgotten that the Boer was 
first a hunter and then a frontier backwoods 
warrior hunting foes as though they were 
deer or birds to bé stalked or entrapped, and 
have fancied that he is another Afridi or 
dervish to be pushed and carried off his feet. 
The Boers have made greater tactical mis- 

takes than the English staff, although its 
record is not particuarly brilliant in de- 
fensive work, and they have allowed three 
weeks to slip by without winning a decisive 
suceess by virtue of their overwhelming su- 
pefiority in numbers.

It is evident from the dispatch received 
from Maseru, on the Basutolend borders, 
that Chief Magistrate Lagden has conyinced | 
the Boers in that vicinity that their further 
interference with the natives was likely to 
cause an uprising, with the result that the 
Boers have been allowing those Basutos that 
were in the Free State to cross the river into 
their country. 
A great many “Basuto were em- 
ployed in the Johannesburg mines, and since 
the outbreak of hostilities they ha ve tried to 
reach their homes, but have been detained 
by the Transvaal and Free State Boers. 
The natives complain that they have been 
systematically robbed: of their savings and 
éffects by the authorities, who have at the 
same dime incited them to the belief that the 
British Have been beaten at Ladysmith and 
are suffering: reverses at other points. 
Undoubtedly: it has been the lütentlon of 
the Boers, by misleading the natives in this 
manner, to prevent any alhanee with the 
British, and, at the same time, endeavor to 
keep their good will and an acknowledgment 
of in south Africa. | 


‘Need Their Grain. 

1 reason .why the Boers wish to be 
ct peace with the Basutos is because Ba- 
sutoland is the great grain center of south 
Africa, and they depend upon the natives of 
that. country for their supplies, inasmuch as 
their own. resources have been cut off and 
their farms practically deserted. 
Should the Basutos rise against the Free 
btate Boers it is believed that 30,000 men 
will go into the field. Only a small portion 
of these are armed with guns and rifles, and 
Meir supply of ammunition is limited, the 
Cape government having placed considera- 
ble restrietion upon the arming of natives, 
and not even allo Store keepers and trad- 
ers to sell them guns and ammunition with- 
out licenses.. However, there is no doubt 
that there would be considerable gun run- 
ning,” ag in the Zulu-war, and that the na- 
tives would be faifly. well equipped. Be- 
sides their firearms the Basutos have their 
assegais and “ ungoshialamba,” or spike- 
headed sticks, both’ of which the Boers rec- 
ognize as formidable enough weapons. 

The Basuto method of warfare is different 
‘from the tactics: of. the: Zultis, the former 
being mostly mounted on theirsturdy native 
rapidly. . 


Would Employ 
It is not at all likely the Basutos would at- 
tempt an assault upon Bloemfontein or other 
towns in the Free State, as their efforts 
probably would be confined to attacking the 
Boers in their positions and camps purely 
for revenge, and not for the purpose of 
acquiring territory and looting the property 
of the Boers. While in warfare the Basuto 
Kaflirs are savage and fierce, they do not kill 
their prisoners or wounded, and although 
their hatred of the Free-Staters is great, 
they will fight with a certain amount of hu- 
mantty. They will not send out “ impis ” 
or small forces, but will surround a Boer 
| tonimand and gradually close in on them, 
unt, when firing commences, they will 
Bwoop in and by sheer force of numbers rout 
the enemy and seize their arms and stores, 
sending the cattle with wagons back to the 


7 “For ‘years the Boers of both the Free 
State and Transvaal have by threats and 
bribery maintained a patched up kind of 
peace with the Basutos and other native 
tribes, both within and beyond their re- 
spective state. Recent reports from Pre- 
toria indicate that the government has at 
last realized that their treatment of the 
natives has prejudiced their case to a great 
extent In the eyes of the civilized world, 
and a revolution of feeling ts noticeable 
among the better class of Boers on this 
subject. This is not evidenced by any im- 
provement in their actions, but by liberal 
offers of. “hush money” and the efforts 
to get the injured natives across the bor- 
ders. 

That the Basutos have just grievances 
against the Boers is oubted, and a single 
case of maltreatment spreads bitterness 
throughout the entire tribe, Recently two 
Boer police came upon a native on hig way 
back to his kraal. He was on the main 
road, when they set upon him and de- 
manded his pass. Not being provided with 
this, he was dragged into town between 
their horses and died on the road from in- 
juries sustained. It is needless to say the 
two policemen were promptly acquitted by 
a Boer jury, but information regarding the 
ill treatment of this poor Kaffir reached his 
kraal and revenge rankles in the breasts of 
the whole tribe. 

May Take Revenge. | 

By persistent efforts the Cape government 
has kept the Basutos from sending armed 
forces into the Free State, but notwithstand- 
ing their loyalty to the imperial government 
and their desire to abide by the laws and 
conditions imposed upon them it is evident 
that the long suffering and persecuted Ba- 
sutos want te take advantage of the present 
situation and get their revenge for the many 
outrages committed by the Boers from time 
to time. They will not de persuaded, how- 
ever, to extend their ‘ravages beyond the 
Free State into the Transvaal on account 
of the differences that exist between them- 
selves and the other tribes of the Transvaal 
and Mashona Kafiirs. 

The Zulus also are not altogether at peace 
with the Basutos, and an uprising of the 
latter is to be feared, more particularly on 
account of the native complications that 
would ensue rather than the question of an 
attack upon the Free State Boers.

BUILDING INTERESTS MAY FORM 

— 
Architects, Contractors, and Real Be- 
tate Men Win Hold a Meeting To~ 
day and Discuss the Question of 
Meeting Strikes and Arbitrary 
Rules—They Tell of Methods Which 
They Say Are Injuring Their Busi- 
mess and Hurting the City. 


Chicago architects, contractors, and realty 
men are considering combining to resist the 
demands of organized labor in this city. The 
Chicago Architects’ Business association 
and representatives of the other interests 
will discuss the project at a meeting this 
afternoon in Schiller Hall, 108 Randolph 
street. The strikes and arbitrary rules of 
the labor unions, they say, seriously threat- 
en the building interests of the city. They 
declare the tactics of the workingmen com- 
pel concerted action to prevent an economio 
crisis in the city. 

Secretary C. R. Adams of the Architects” 
association states in his call for the meeting 
that: “ The building interests are harassed 
by constant disagreements among the sev- 
eral organizations connected with them, 
and it is impossible for architects to advise 
clients as to the probable cost of proposed 
duil tings or when they can be finished. The 
coafercnee, he states, is to place the building 
interests on a firm footing. 


Takes No Chicago Contracts. 

My firm,” said Colonel George M. Moul- 
ton of the Moulton-Starrett company. fine 
ished its last contract in Chicago some time 
ago. We prefer to take work outside of the 
city, where strikes will not tie us up and 
where we can keep faith with our patrons. 
The union rules decreasing hours and speci- 
fying the amount of work each man may per- 
form are arbitrary. The remedy, I think, is 
in a union of contractors.” 

“ The result of arbitrary actions, such as 
limiting the amount of work that any one 
man shall do, is an immense loss to the City 
of Chicago, said W. L. B. Jenney of Jenney 
& Mundie. “If the arbitrary and absurd 
actions of the trades unions were eliminated 
there would be a great deal of building. 
Unions have stopped the use of machinery 
in the manufacture of cut stone and I have 
been told they are considering the stopping 
of the use of machinery in erection, forcing 
contractors to do the work by hand. 

Contractors are going out of business or 
making no contracts, not knowing how much 
work will cost nor when it will be finished.” 

A. D. Pond said that the recent additions to 
Hull House had been delayed by repeated 
strikes and W. B. M architect for the 
Board of Education, said their buildings had 
been delayed by the same cause. 


Says Plumbers Limit Work. 

James E. Baggot, President of the plumb- 
ing company of E. Baggot & Co., said: 
“* Building is facing a hard problem in Chi- 
cago. Plumbers, for Instance, are allowed 
to do only one-quarter as much work as they 
once did. If they break the union rule they 
are fined, 
Contractors under bonds are often uns- 
ble to finish a job because they cannot hurry, 
the work.” 

President George Beaumont of the Archi- 
tects’ association, who will preside, said: 
»The building interests of this city are now 
so harassed it is almost impossible for archi- 
tects to advise clients as to the probable cost 
of proposed buildings, nor can it de deter- 
mined when any work once commenced will 
be completed.

Monticello and Iroquois Appoint Com 
mittees to Discuss the Terms of 


an Amalgamation. . 


An effort is being made by prominent mem- 
bers of the Iroquois and Monticello clubs to 
consolidate those organizations. Politicians 
say this is strong evidence of the fact that 
the free silver craze has run its course, and 
that the men in the Monticello club who 
have been shouting for the white metal 
realize it is no longer an issue. 

Conference committees have been selected 
from the clubs, and it is expected they will 
act within a few days. H. L. Smith, A. E. 
Dawson, and W. O. Coleman were named to 
represent the Iroquois club. Judge Dunne, 
President of the Monticello club, appointed 
Judge Murray F. Tuley, C. S. Darrow, and 
Justice Prindiville to meet them and discuss 
terms. Judge Dunne is authority for the 
statement that overtures for consolidation 
came from the Iroquois club. The condi- 
tions on which it is proposed to unite will not 
be made public until the conference commit- 
tees have a chance to consider them. It is 
understood, however, that both clubs have 
been struggling to keep up for 15 5 months 
or more. 

Silver caused Trouble, 

The Iroquois’ troubles ‘began when the 
party split over free silver. The silver 
element, led by 8S. P. McConnell, withdrew 
from the club after the election of Arthur 
J. Eddy, a gold man, as President, in 1888. 
The Monticello was formed and exploited as 
the silver club that would take the place 
previously occupied by the Iroquois in na- 
tional affairs. Then the money question 
began to grow weaker. Even S. P. Me- 
Connell took the ground that the 16 to 1 
feature of the issue should be dropped and 
bimetallism substituted for the Chicago 
platform declaration, And so 28 silver 
passes from sight.

FORWARD MOVEMENT IN LUZON. 

The most elaborate and determined move- 
ment yet undertaken against Aguinaldo is 
now under full beadway. The taking of 
Magalang on Sunday by two columns of 
General MacArthur's division, with the kill- 
ing of sixty insurgents and the wounding 
or capture of over 200, was but one step in 
a concerted campaign. Three armies are 
closing in on the rebels at Tarlac, and 
stirring news may soon be expected if the 
plan succeeds, It is a relief to know that 
something is at last being done on a scale 
commensurate with the task to be accom- 


The plan, as outlined both from 
and from Washington, includes three inde- 
pendent ‘movements under Generals Law- 
ton, MacArthur, and Wheaton, with Tarlac 
as the converging point. General Wheaton 
isin charge of an expedition which has sailed 
from Manila for Dagupan, the northern 
‘terminus of the Manila and Dagupan rail- 
way. He will capture that terminus and 
move southward along the railway, while 
General MacArthur moves northward from 
Angeles. As Aguinaldo will be likely to 
are | flee for the mountains of the interior, it has 
been planned that General Lawton shall 
parallel the railway on its eastern side, 
keeping well in the interior and finally mov- 
ing down upon Tarlac from the northeast. 
Among the three divisions Aguinaldo’s 
forees are likely to have a lively time in the 
next few days or weeks, | 
Whether or not the insurgents will be able 
again to slip through the meshes of the net 
remains to be seen. In any case they will 
never again be so strongly situated after 
General Wheaton and General MacArthur 
sweep them off the line of the railway, 
which they are said to have been operating 
at a profit. Dagupan has been one of their 
strongholds, and a lively engagement may 
be expected when our troops land there. It 
is imposdible to say how extensive is the 
disintegration that has lately been reported 
in Aguinaldo’s ranks, but this concerted for- 
ward movement should have a marked ef- 
fect in discouraging the insurgents. | 
When Aguinaldo is once forced off the rail- 
way he will be at an increasing disadvan- 
tage. It he does escape around General 
Lawton’s force and get into the mountain- 
ous interior of the island he will be among 
enemies. Theother tri

If there is no 
truth in these specific charges those officials 
of the Department of Public Works who 
have charge of ‘street work should lose no 
time in reasstring those property-owners 
who are paying assessments so large as to 
entitle them to a first-class pavement and in 
reassuring other property-owners who would 
like to have their streets improved, but who 
are afraid of falling into the hands of cheat- 
ing contractors and incompetent inspectors. 
The cost ot street improvements in this city 
is abnormally high. Property-owners are 
made to pay for brick, asphalt, and other 
pavements more than the property-owners 
in other cities. That is bad enough, but if, 
after having paid an excessive assessment, 
the property-owner gets bad work, the situa- 
tion becomes intolerable. Then it is that the 
owners of property abutting on streets which 
ought to be paved fight off improvements as 
long as they can. The Board of Local Im- 
provements complains occasionally of the 
backwardness of property-owners. It cannot 
expect them to clamor for new pavements 
when statements such as those which have 
been made about the work on South Halsted 
street are not contradicted and disproved. 


RURAL FREE MAIL DELIVERY. 
The most interesting feature of As- 
sistant Postmaster General Heath’s an- 
nual report is his vigorous plea for the 
rural free delivery system. He reports 
an encouraging degree of success for the 
country postal routes already established, 
and everything seems to favor a liberal 
appropriation by the next Congress for the 
extension of the rural service. | 
About ten years ago the free delivery 
of mail was tried among the farmers of 
Vermont, but it proved a failure. The 
farmers themselves objected to it on the 
ground that it deprived them of 
frequent visits to town and _ interfered 
with their time-honored social usages. 
The experiment was not tried long enough 
to reveal the manifold advantages now 
discovered in it. As Mr. Heath says, last 
year’s trial has taken the rural free de- 
livery system out of the domain of ex- 
periment and shown it to be available as 
an established agency of progress. From 
July 1 to Nov. I, by an expediture of 
' $150,000, the postal department had in 
operation 383 free rural delivery services 
in forty States and one Territory, reach- 
ing 180,000 persons at an annual cost of 
84 cents per capita. The average per capita

Bad Pave- firms which have much 
ments and teaming to do that the 
Narrow Tires. wretched condition of the 
streets where most of the 

heavy hauling has to be done has increased 
the cost of that work from 25 to 50 per cent. 
No one who is familiar with the condition 
ot the streets will be inclined to doubt that 
statement. Nor is there any reason to ques- 
tion ‘the assertion that if two million doilars 
were spent in paving certain West Side 
streets the saving tn cartage would be more 
than four times the interest on the money ex- 
pended. That saving would not benefit ex- 
clusively the firms which do the carting. 
The general public would participate in it. 
These complaints on the part of business 
firms about the bad condition of the pave- 
ments are justifiable, but are those firms 
altogether blameless? Tneir heavily loaded 
teams contribute much to the wearing out 
of pavements which other people have to pay 
for. But when the suggestion was made 
the other day to some of these firms that they 
put broad instead of narrow tires on the 
wheels of their wagons, they protested cner- 
getically. They said it would be an expensive 
change. Yet it is certain that the narrow 
tires they use cut up and wear out the pave- 
ments much more speedily than broad tires 
would. If Mayor Jones were here with his 
Golden Rule he would make uncompli- 
mentary remarks about men who will do 
nothing for others while insisting that 


others should do much for them. Property- 


owners will be far more ready to pay special 
assessments for new pavements if assured 
they will last a reasonable time. There is 
an opportunity for a compromise here. The 
team-owners should give up their narrow 
tires.

CHINESE AND AMERICAN WOMEN. 

Mr. Wu Ting Fang, the Chinese Minister 
at Washington, has contributed to the lit- 
erature of the eternal feminine an inter- 


esting disquisition upon the Chinese woman 
as compared with the American woman. 


As he is conceded to be an expert on the 
woman question, his conclusions have more 
than ordinary significance, and as they rep- 
resent the Oriental view they also possess 
novelty. 

' Concisely stated, Mr. Wu Ting Fang as- 
serts that independence is the chief charac- 
teristic of the American woman and gentle- 
ness of the Chinese woman. The American 
woman is beautiful because of her looks, 
the Chinese woman because of her deeds. 
The American woman's independence, how- 
ever, does not secure happiness for her, does 
not help her to get a husband, does not make 


her lovable. The only thing she gains by it 


is a livelihood, for which her independence 
creates the need. On the other hand, the 
Chinese woman’s gentleness induces the 


spirit of love and charity and forgiveness; © 


the spirit of hope and gentleness; the spirit 
that makes others glad; that remembers the 
hearts of others and in that memory forgets 
itself.” And he lays special stress upon the 
fact that the gentle Chinese woman never 
wishes a divorce, and the gentle mother-in- 
law is never in a ruction with the daughter- 


in-law for the sufficient reason that she se- 


lects his wife for her son. 
All this is delightful, and it would be 


charming if American women could have 


all these qualities of gentlefiess besides their 
independence. And yet they would hardly 
be willing to exchange their independence 
for the Chinese fe gentleness. The in- 
dependence of the American woman is the 
ontcome of will, ambition, discontent with 
dependence, and increased knowledge, She 
has reached a high stage in the evolution 


Will, absence-of ambition, necessity 
ndence because she is utterly help- 
less, aud dense ignorance, 
where her ancestors were thousands of 
years ago. She has made no advance. She 
not only has not eaten of 
tree of knowledge, but she does not know 
there is such a tree. No Chinese woman 
rises above the dead level of the stagnation 
of her sex. However beautiful the Chinese 
female soul may be, the Chinese female 
mind bas accomplishd nothing in ten thou- 
sand years. They are as passive, indistin- 
guishable, and inert as the drops of water 
in the ocean or the grains of sand upon the 
shore. They never obtain divorce because 
they are Owned body and soul by the hus- 
band. They are the household drudge, and 
sometimes the master of the house has many 
drudges, all manifesting. the spirit of gen- 
tleness in conditions which. would cause the 
independent American woman to rise in 
prompt and effective revolt. 

The Chinese female gentleness may be 
charming to contemplate, but under the con- 
ditions which inspire it it has its drawbacks. 
It, would be better for the Chinese woman if 
she had less gentleness and more independ- 
ence. Equally it would be better for the 
Chinese man if he had less conservatism and 
more independence, Now that China, how- 
ever, is about to be opened up to the influ- 
ences of the Occident there is hope for the 
Celestials. The time is rapidly coming 
when the Chinese man will have a Mauser 
rifle in his hands instead of a stink pot. It 
is not impossible the time will come when 
the Chinese woman will learn the mysteries : 
of a woman's club and grow discontented 
with being a gentle drudge and a nonentity. 


The Chicago Legal Adver-

There is a policeman constantly on duty 
at the Randolph street crossing. He pays 
no attention to a flagrant trespass on 
private rights. No other firm could offend 
thus and not be called to a sudden account 
for it. Why is it that Sprague, Warner 
& Co. are able to carry on business in 
the highway without interference by the 
Police department? It cannot be pretend- 
ed that there is “ equality before the law,” 
when an Italian fruit peddler with a small 
cart and a few bananas and apples is or- 
dered roughly to “ move on ” if he obstructs 
a street for five minutes, while a great 
grocery house can occupy hundreds of 
square feet with its teams ail day long and 
not be molested. 

That the administration should allow a 
firm to do business on city property to 
the injury of citizens is no more surpris- 
ing than that the members of the firm in 
question should invade the rights of others 
For those gentlemen make pro- 
fession of faith in the maintenance of 
public and private rights. They favor the 
observance of the laws. 
public as to the duties of good citizens. They 
criticise the administration when its acts 
do not agree with their theories of good 
government. When meetings are held to 
discuss measures to promote the welfare 
of the city these gentlemen appear on 
the platform as Vice Presidents, and thus 
ves “ public-spirited citizens.”

What Is the Situation? 

The correspondents at Manila have given us 
varied accounts of the situation in the Philip- 
pines. Few of them, however, have adopted the 
roseate view of the military authorities. 
may be due to the lack of information and it may 
be accounted for on the ground that the writers 
are carried away by the desire to present only 
the sensational side to their readers. Some of the 
accounts furnished by the newspaper men aé 
Manila are obviously lurid pictures, but there are 
others which are conservative comments worthy of 


serious attention. 


We opine that such a one is that recently printed 


in The Chicago Tribune, a paper of repute 
and respectability. Its Manila correspondent, Mr. 
Richard H. Little, evidently understands the situa- 
tion, whether or not he ts in a position to accurately 
anticipate the campaign of the enemy.

HOW LYDDITB: WAS DISCOVERED,.— 
Lyddite, the high explosive with which the 
English are doing such fearful execution 
in south Africa, was discovered purely by 
accident. Lyddite is, in fact, nothing but 
picric acid in a solidified state. Picric acid 
was first made in 1771 and was for more than 
a century used as dye without its explosive 
qualities being even suspected. It has an 
intensely bitter taste and was used for that 
reason in the adulteration of beer. The fact 
of its long use without an accident illus- 
trates what is today one of the most valued 
properties of the new explosive. If lyddite 
de heated gently, for instance, it may be 
poured from one vessel to another with per- 
fect safety. If heated over an intensely hot 
fire it chars with a slight fizzle. If pounded 
on an anvil there is no explosion. Lyddite 
may therefore be handled and transported 
without fear of accidents. It is only when 
a detonator is exploded in contact with 
it that the explosive force of lyddite is lib- 
erated. A detonator is a sensitive body 
which explodes with great violence, and in 
practice it is not placed in the lyddite shell 
until the gun is about to be fired. In mak- 
ing lyddite carbolic acid and sulphuric acid 
are mixed in equal proportions and the tem- 
perature raised to the boiling point, when 
nitric acid is allowed to flow into the mix- 
ture. The yellow crystals which form in 
the bottom of the vessel after cooling are 
re picric acid. When it is desfred to make 
Fedde shelis the picric acid crystals are 
melted and the semi-fiuid mass poured into 
the empty shell.
